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1 . Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1 , line 4, the phrase, "wrapping the yarns to a mandrel" is not understood. Does 
applicant mean wrapping the yarns onto a mandrel? 

In claim 2, lines 2-3, it is not understood what separating a first and second part relates 
to the mandrel removal. Is the mandrel in two parts. How are the separation of parts 
cause same removal? 

In claim 8, line 4, it is not understood if the protuberance is formed on the inner layer or 
the layer formed thereon. 

Applicants are requested to provide related corrections for the above. 

2. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-13 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

3. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
